ADVtSORV ON CGVID-19 
March 13,2020 

In view of the President's Declaration of Code Red Alert Sub Level 2 over the 
Corona Vims Disease [CQVID- 19J as Contained in Resolution 11 Series of 2020 
dated March 12, 2020, Die following measures are hereby adopted to safeguard 
everyone against GOV ID- J 9; 

1, Activation of Inga CGVIJM9 Task Forte and Rarangay Emergency Health 
Response Team for CGVIIM9. 

2, Effective Monday, March 16, 2020 Flag Rata!ng and Flag Rttrau Ceremonies in 
the City Hall are cancelled, instead employees are Instructed fo dean and 
disinfect their personal spaces and offices, and other areas frequently used by the 
public Heads of Offices are mandated to schedule a regular disinfection for 
frequently touch surfaces Inside tn their offices, 

3, Use of biometrics for tune-in and time-out is also cancelled. Employees will use 
the Attendance Logbook for this purpose. 

4, Employees are banned from receiving personal visitors. Only those who have 
transactions with the government are allowed in the offices. 

5„ Employees ore prohibited to share food and eating utensils with others during 
meals In their office*. Everyone Is required to bring his/her own reusable dining 
wares. 

6. Employees who have shortness of breath, fever, cough, cold and flu-like 
symptoms shall stay home and have themselves checked by a doctor. They should 
bung a doctor's clearance when reporting hack to work. 

7. Hand sanitizers or alcohol should be mode available for the public before 
entering and leaving th# offices. 

8. Al L schedu led "la rge events" of the City Gove mmurvt and its component baranpys 
shall be cancelled or postponed until this Advisory is lifted 

9- Public and private learning insricwlnns, civic groups and organizations, religious 
group and government agencies are highly encouraged to cancel or postpone 
their mass gatherings in the City until such time that this Advisory is lilted. 
However, should organizers, wish to proceed with the conduct of the event or 
service* they are required to notify the City at least one (1) week prior the 
scheduled conduct of mas* gatherings for risk assessment and monitoring 
purpose. 





1 p. All tourism stakeholders and enterprises are advised to adopt DOT and DOH 
Guidelines and customize to the most appropriate process in their operations. 
Meanwhile, limited tourist movement is encouraged to contain the spread ol the 
virus. 

11. All E&rangay Activities and Celebrations shall be postponed until |une 30. 2030, 
However, there shall be no disruption in the delivery of health and basiebarangay 
Services, 

12. Places of worship should come out with their guidelines in the conduct nf 
activities for the observance of the lent and Ramadan-All rituals and ceremonies 
pertaining w These religious #cnvtties that can he dispersed with are highly 
encouraged.
